R7ierra«, On the 22d day of Septem­ 
ber, in the year of .our Lord ono thousand 
eight liundred and sixty two, a proclamation 
aras issued by the* President ol the United 
Htates, containing, among other things, the 
following, to wit: “That on the first day oí 
Jauuary, in the year of onr Lotd, 18(53, 
all pcrfons held as slaves within any State 
or designated part of a State, the people 
whereof «bail then bo in rebellion against 
tbe United States, shill be then, thence­ 
forward and forever free 5 and the Execu­ 
tive Government of the United States, in- 
oiudi&g the military and'naval authority 
thereof will recognize and maintain tbe 
freedom of Buch p<*rsons, and will do no 
Act or acts to repress such persons or any 
of them, in any efforts they may make lor 
their actual freedom. 
That the Executive will, on the first day 
of January aforesaid, by proclamation, des 
ignate the States or parts of States, if.any, 
in which tho people thereof, respectively, 
shall then be in rebellion against the Uni­ 
ted States; and the lact that any State, or 
tbe people thereof, shall on that day be, in 
_ good faith,.represented in the Congress ol 
the United States by members chosen

CONTRABANDS. 


Mr. Cox, of Ohio, in the course of his re- 


cent scathing and able speech in the House 
of 
Representatives at Washington, 
re- 


marked : 


"The Hous", this afternoon,voted elown 


the resolution of inquiry as to the cost of 
the contraband business in Carolina. I as- 
sert here that the report of tho quarter- 
master at Beaufort, South Carolina, will 
show that, for the month of September, 
fcur genetal superintendents received §150 
per month, and sixty-four other superin- 
tendents received S50 per month, for tak- 
ing care of ninety-three negroes ! This re- 
port shows $3,800 per month, being at the 
rate of S45.000 per annum, for the care of 
ninety-throe big and little, maleand female, 
free Americans of African descent' A 
thousand dollars per year would astonish a 
western farmer for such a service. But we 
are refused all information as to this and 
similar infamous abuses." 


At this rate the superintendence alone of 


three million freed negroes would cost the 
government one million tuvt huwlrcd and twen- 
ty-five thousand etyht hundred and fottr dollars 
per month, nnd/ewtecn million scicn hundred 
and nine thousand six hundred and forty-eight 
dollars per year; of which Pennsylvania's 
share, to be paid in taxation, would be at 
least or,^ milhon floe hundred thousand dollars. 
And this, let our people remember, is for 
taking care of them alone. Well may the 
Abolition favorites of the administration 
shout in favor of " the honest Abe's " eman- 
cipation scheme, with so many high-salaried 
offices in view. No wonder these cormor- 
ants offer their " whole souh" to the Presi- 
dent when such a tempting bait is held 
out.

Rebels, killed and wounded, lay in heaps

Gen. Rosecrans then ordered an advance 


of the entire line of his army in support of 
Gen. Thomas, and we soon, engaged the 
enemy at close quarters, for the first time 
in the history of the rebellion. 


At one time Gen. Rosecrans observed his 


troops wavering, when he dashed rapidly 
to the front, followed by his staff. 


This coup created a tremendous enthusi- 


asm among the soldiers, who rallied at every 
point, and drove the enemy for some dis- 
tance with excellent results. Two of Gen- 
eral Rosecrans' aids were killed at the time 
by the explosion of a shell.

Negley's division, with his excellent 


artillery, is causing great destruction among 
the rebels on the left of centre. 


Gen. Crittenden, with his corps d'armee,

The iron-clad gunboit Monitor, made fa. 


mous by her engagement with the Confed- 
erate steamer Merrimac, on Wednesday 
week, while on an expedition to the South- 
ern coast, sprung a leak and foundered on 
the Ivorlh Carolina coast. 
Four officer* 


nnd twelve of her men are reported us lost. 
1 he Monitor was built by Capt. Ericsson 
as an experiment, and was taken by tho 
government on trial, which resulted satis- 
laclory in hoi-encounter with tho Merrimac 
.She VIMS a thoroughly iron clad vessel, and 
cost one hundred and eighty-five thousand 
dollars. 
The peculiar feature of her con- 


struction was tlie revolving battery or tur- 
ret, which hnd two port-holes two fret in 
diameter for eleven-inch columbiads. Some 
months bince she was brought up to I ho 
Washington navy-yard and repaired nnd 
stren^t honed, and then taken to Hampton 
Ronds where she remained-until ordered 
to join the Southern expedition, in whicU 
she was lost.

""A PROCLAMATION. 


IVIterra*, On tho 22d day of Septem- 


ber, in Utoyear of our Lord cno thousand 
eight hundred and sixty two, a proclamation 
was loaned by tho President ol (he United 
Hlatcs, containing, among other things, the 
following, to wit: "That on the first day ol 
January, in the year of onr Loid, 18G3, 
all perrons held as tL-ives within any State 
or designated part of a State, the people 
whereof shall then bo in rebellion against 
tbe United States, (shall bc then, thence- 
forward and forever free; and the Execu- 
tive Government of the United States, in- 
cluding the military and naval authority 
thereof, will recognize and maintain the 
freedom of such persons, and will do no 
act or acts to repress such perrons or nny 
of them, in any efforts they may uiukc for 
their actual freedom. 


That the Executive will, on the first day 


of January aforesaid, by proclamation, dcs 
ignatc the States or parts of States, if nny, 
in whfeh the people thereof, respectively, 
khall then bc in rebellion against the Uni- 
ted States; and the fact that any State, or 
the people thereof, shall on that day bc, in 
good faith, represented iu tho Congress oi 
the United States by members chosen 
thereto at elections wherein a majority of
